Everyone has heard the phrase “‘grin- 
ning like a Cheshire cat,’’ but not one 
seems to know where a living animal 
of the breed can be found. 

Not long ago the mayor of Chester, 
England, got a letter from an American 
in Chicago. This man had just attended 
a cat show, which was a hobby of his. 
He wondered why no one in America 
ever went in for breeding and showing 
Cheshire cats. He asked the mayor to 
send him one. 

The author of this literary fantasy 
wrote that the Cheshire cat “‘looked 
good-natured, had very long claws and 
a great many teeth.”’ 

One old-timer in the City of Chester 
said that there were Cheshire cats long 
before they appeared in the pages of 
Alice in Wonderland. These, he said, 
were made of Cheshire cheese, molded in 
the form of cats. It was the custom to 
give the faces of these sculptured cheeses 
amiable expressions, which, he said, 
started the old saying, ‘grinning like a 
Cheshire cat.”’ 

It is possible that the Yankee has a 
lively sense of humor and knew all the 
time that ‘‘there ain’t no such animal.” 
But the people of Chester took his let- 
ter seriously. They, through their may- 
or, informed the writer that there is no 
such feline outside the pages of Alice in 
Wonderland. 

It is likely, these old residents say. 
that Lewis Carroll had heard the phrase 
many times and found that it fitted per- 
fectiy into his fantasy about a little girl 
named Alice and her experiences in a 
land of the imagination. 

None of the other characters she met 
in the classic fairy tale actually existed, 
so it was proper for her to run into an 
animal that had, until her time, been 
bred only by the skilful hands of 
cheesemakers. 

The inquiry from the United States 
revealed that many an Englishman has 
been supposing that the celebrated 
Cheshire cat is something more tangible 
than a myth and that, somewhere in 
Cheshire County, there are or used to 
be felines peculiar to the place.

pression of sheer adoration in the face 
of a full grown gray-and-white tom. 
Were a cat to look at me like that, it 
would make me feel very humble. Fe- 
line eyes have bestowed upon me love 
and yearning, amusement, trust and 
gratitude, but never adoration. 

What is there in the figure that causes 
the old tom whose “head is bending 
low” to seek its company daily?

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How Much Should | 
Pay for a Cat? 


By RITA SWENSON 


With the show season in the immedi- 
ate background, our thoughts turn nat- 
urally to breeding and the eventual dis- 
position of kittens which we hope will 
prove a credit to us and our stock. A 
question cropping up frequently among 
newcomers is, ‘‘what prices should I 
ask for my kittens,’’ or, conversely, 
“what price should I pay for a pure 
bred kitten?’’ It might be advisable at 
this time to find answers to these ques- 
tions. 

Many factors contribute to price set- 
ting. First, what does it cost to pro- 
duce a pure bred kitten, without taking 
into consideration any value it may 
have as a show specimen? The answer 
may be a surprise to many who have 
not given the question much thought. 

At the present time, due to the high 
cost of horsemeat (25 cents a lb.) it 
averages 75 cents a week to feed an 
adult cat (exclusive of vitamins), or 
approximately $39 a year. To this 
must be added a stud fee ranging from 
$15 to $35, and travelling expenses 
for the queen. If a litter of four is 
born, the cost to the breeder for each 
kitten is about $18. If a small litter 
results, the actual cost of each kitten 
would be appreciably higher. This price 
does not include the cost of the kitten’s 
own feeding after weaning, nor such 
items as the original cost of the queen, 
veterinarian fees, expenses of housing 
and sanitation, and the breeder’s own 
efforts in caring for her stock. 

It will be understood from these fig- 
ures that a pure bred kitten is born only 
after some expense to the breeder. 

Other points effecting the price of a 
pure bred kitten, and most important, 
are bloodlines, show records, individual 
excellence of the purchase, and demand 
for the stock of a particular breeder. 

Certain breeders in this country, due 
to the remarkable number of outstand- 
ing cats they have bred through the

years, find themselves in the enviable 
position to ‘‘write their own ticket’ as 
far as kitten prices are concerned. It is 
simply the case of supply and demand. 
If a breeder, after years of hard work, 
finds her stock sought after, with many 
inquiries reading, ‘‘price no object,”’ 
what is more natural than that her 
stock be priced proportionately with 
this demand? In any field of endeavor, 
success usually means higher ‘‘returns.”’ 
So it is with breeding. Buying from the 
successful breeder has SO many advan- 
tages. One of the most important is the 
breeder’s ability to evaluate the points

— March 23, 1947). 

The 1947 ALL-EASTERN Sectional Rankings there- 
fore, is a concensus of opinion of the judges of all shows 
staged, based on competition of each cat against its own color, 
sex and classification, plus certain credits obtained from the 
title of Best Cat and the Best Opposite Sex. 

The cats that comprise The ALL-EASTERN Sectional 
Rankings may carry, if their owners desire, the ‘‘degree’’ of 
A-E 1947 following their names. 

The cats will be duly honored with 1947 ALL-EAST- 
ERN RIBBONS, to be presented at early shows during the 
1947-48 season. In addition, each owner will be presented 
with a Certificate of Award for each selected cat. 

Since each cat has an accumulated point score, and the 
highest in its individual class, color and sex in the Eastern 
area, it automatically qualifies to compete against similar cats 
representing the Midwest, the South, and the Far West, for 
the right to be judged the 1947 All-America Cat. The indi- 
vidual cat in the competition, accumulating the greatest total 
of points, will be judged the 1947 Cat of the Year. All- 
America cats will be presented with rosettes and Certificates 
of Award. Cat of the Year will be presented with a Special 
Award.

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In an early issue of Cats Magazine | 
wrote an article entitled ‘“Show Fever.”’ 
Since then I have had many requests 
for information regarding this disease 
which has been dubbed many different 
names, for instance ‘Cat Typhoid,” 
“Show Fever’ and ‘‘Infectious Gastro- 
Enteritis.’" These are all terms for one 
common disease which is scientifically 
called ‘‘Infectious Panleucopenia,”’ a 
very contagious and terrible disease that 
strikes down a cattery over night and 
may kill all cats and especially kittens 
within 24 hours after they first show 
signs of illness. 

If a cat owner once has experienced 
this calamity, he never wants to see it 
again! However, it is foolish for one 
to do as the ostrich — stick one’s head 
in the sand—and ignore the facts 
about the condition and hope that it 
will never strike again. The truth of 
the matter is that the disease can be pre 
vented. 

The method is simple and within 
easy reach of anyone who owns a cat 

An item in a recent Boston news- 
paper reported an epidemic of Cat Ty- 
phoid, so-called because of the effects 
the disease has on the animal. In human 
typhoid there is a reduction of white 
cells in the circulating blood. There is 
also marked intestinal symptoms with 
severe watery stools. So also in this cat 
disease is there a severe loss of white 
blood cells and severe stomach and in- 
testinal inflammation. 

The cat at first usually shows sudden 
loss of appetite. Examination at this 
time may disclose a rise in temperature 
to 104 or 105 degrees Fahrenheit. Soon 
afterward, there is vomiting with 
stringy, tenacious and foamy mucous 
This vomiting is frequent and is re- 
peated continually. A person may even 
believe that the cat has been poisoned 
Then the cat takes a quiet and toxic at 
titude, disinclined to move; sits with 
head drooping over a water dish, un- 
able to swallow any water because of a 
swollen throat 

Effective treatment can only be given

during the initial rise in temperature 
and then only with Anti-Enteritis Ser- 
um. We have seen no evidence of any 
beneficial action with sulfa drugs, peni- 
cillin or other medications. If the tem- 
perature drops to 99 degrees or below 
there is little hope of any recovery. 

In prevention we now rely in Feline 
Distemper Tissue Vaccine. The brand 
we have been using for the past five 
years is prepared by the Lederle Com- 
pany. In that time our cats have been 
repeatedly exposed and we have lost 
none from this dread disease. The only 
cases that we have heard of in which 
the vaccine has apparently failed to give 
complete protection is that in which 
the vaccine was out dated at the time of 
its use or when the cats were in a poor 
state of health at the time they were 
vaccinated. 

We learned of one case where the 
disease was so virulent that no treat 
ment or prevention was of any value. 
We have known of some cats that died 
of the epidemic disease and the owners 
declared they had been vaccinated. But 
upon closer questioning we found that 
Serum or some other medicant of ques- 
tionable potency had been used as a pre- 
ventive instead of Vaccine. 

Before the vaccine was developed, we 
used a serum for prevention but found 
it to be only weak protective that had 
to be repeated every 3 or 4 weeks dur- 
ing the season when the disease was 
known to be prevalent. 

Vaccinate your kittens as soon as 
they are three months old, or even ear- 
lier if there is an epidemic threatening 
the neighborhood! Be sure the cat is in 
good physical condition at the time of 
inoculation because the chances of a suc- 
cessful result will be greatly enhanced!

in each kitten properly, and the blood- 
lines it carries. 


Those who underestimate the value 
of bloodlines, place an obstacle in their 
path as far as success in breeding is con- 
cerned. If I were to buy a kitten but 
could not afford the show type, then 
I most certainly would buy the breeder 
type, carrying the same blood as her 
more showy sister or brother. ‘Blood 
will tell,”’ is an old saying, but apt, for 
it is a well known fact that nothing 
holds up so well. 


As to bloodlines, there are certain 
strains well known for consistently pro- 
ducing typy offspring. Kittens from 
these bloodlines are frequently prom- 
ised to buyers well in advance of their 
birth. This demand for good blood is 
evidence of the realization on the part of 
established breeders and some newcom- 
ers, that it is to their advantage to invest 
in a reliable strain. Therefore it is far 
cheaper to buy something good, than 
to buy from inferior stock that must 
be built up. 


Building from mediocre stock by 
outcrossing with good stock is a slow, 


expensive process, as anyone who has 
tried it, will admit. One might better 
invest in something good in the begin- 
ning. In the show room, a saving of 
$20 or $25 doesn’t mean much if your 
cats consistently place Second and 
Third, instead of First! 

Rarity of breed or color does not ef- 
fect price a great deal. At least I have 
not found it so. A good kitten or cat 
of ANY breed or color has value. Siam- 
ese and Blue Persians are more plenti- 
ful than are Silver Tabbies, Smokes 
and Abyssinians, yet I know of no price 
cutting in the former breeds. A good 
cat is a good cat regardless of whether 
there are a hundred in the country or 
only a dozen. 

In purchasing a kitten produced from 
an outstanding show type male or fe- 
male, or pair of winners, one should 
expect to pay more than for a kitten of 
similar pedigree whose parents have 
never been exhibited. Exhibiting cats is 
expensive, but in the showing we prove 
the merits of a particular cat or cats. 
Once a cat has gained a reputation in 
the shows, his or her kittens are in de- 
mand. 

This year, with the advent of the

All-America Cattery, we find a new 
factor that will have a strong influence 
on price. One should expect that kit- 
tens from cats giving ratings in the Sec- 
tionals and All-America, will command 
higher prices. If a cat wins consistently 
in the shows, it must naturally be con- 
ceded one of the finest show specimens 
in its particular color or breed. Too, 
the publicity attending the listing of 
these All-America and Sectional win- 
ners is bound to create interest. The 
wire services of the newspapers in each 
area will probably carry the names of the 
winners, so it is easy to foresee an up- 
swing in business. Though the point 
scores will vary greatly in the different 
colors and breeds, due to the size of the 
various classes, the winners must, in 
any event, be considered quality cats. 

In purchasing a show type kitten, 
one should expect to pay more for it 
than for a breeder type carrying the 
same bloodlines. The reason is obvious 
— the show kitten is the choice one, 
the one that can be depended upon to 
bring home those valued blue and win- 
ners ribbons to add to the pleasure of 
the owner. Since breeder and pet types 
are cheaper, they cannot be expected to 
win major awards in exhibitions. 

In reference to actual prices, in which 
many prospective buyers are interested, 
I do not believe any pure-bred kitten, 
regardless of type, color, or bloodlines, 
can be bought for less than $25. In 
view of the actual cost to the breeder 
of each kitten raised, this price leaves 
her a very slim margin. In buying a 
breeder-type kitten, i.e., one of good 
pedigree that would prove suitable as

a producer of good kittens, one should 
expect to pay $35 and up, depending 
a great deal upon the strain and the 
demand for that strain. A show kitten 
can command almost any price. 

In checking prices with a few breed- 
ers, I find most of them start their 
prices at $50 with many outstanding 
kittens bringing in a hundred dollars. 

As for buying an adult cat, breeder 
type or champion, no one but the owner 
can determine a fair price. I know of 
one cat that was recently offered for 
sale at $300. The prospective buyer 
did not consider the price exhorbitant. 
The cat had already made his mark in 
the shows, winning Best Cat twice! 

Quite often, breeders reduce stock to 
make room for promising kittens or 
new stock. This is the time to obtain 
a bargain. Breeders are often so inter- 
ested in placing their cats in a good 
home that they overlook their own 
profit. 

At present there is definitely a boom 
in cats which is expected to reach an 
all-high by June or July. This I at- 
tribute to the excellent stories appear- 
ing in newspapers, magazines, and on 
the radio; to the consistent advertising 
of Cats Magazine in the largest publi- 
cations in the country including such 
stand-outs as Good Housekeeping and 
Ladies Home Journal; the extensive use 
of cat and kitten subjects in national 
advertising of the large business houses; 
the fine press notices accorded shows 
this year, and the numerous new clubs 
that have been organized. 

In view of this great interest, it 
takes no genius to predict that the day 
of THE CAT is here! 


Breeders should allot a certain specified sum for 
advertising. aaa’ one-eighth of all gress 
business, or 12'/2 cents on the dollar should be set 
aside for consistent advertising — not now and then. 
Steady advertising means ly business. Don't 
overlook the classified sections of your daily er 
weekly newspaper.
